1 — Wm.  Tipping,  (First  American  Ancestor).  Born  about  1640  in  England,  (probably  County  Oxford), 

died  1714  Queen  Anne’s  Co.,  Maryland.  He  was  married  twice,  first  wife,  Elizabeth _ , 

she  was  still  living  in  1672,  but  died  shortly  afterwards.  Second  wife,  Anne _ , 

who  was  still  living  when  he  died.  He  came  from  England  and  settled  in  Talbot  Co.,  Md.  in  1664. 
His  farm  was  in  that  part  of  the  County  which  was  cut  off  about  1706  and  made  a  part  of  Queen 
Anne’s  Co.,  Md.  where  he  died.

He  moved  from  Queen  Anne’s  Co.,  Md.,  to  N.  C.,  about  1745,  and  probably  settled  first  in  Halifax 
or  Edgecombe  Co.,  N.  C.  He  later  moved  to  Anson  Co.,  N.  C.  and  on  Oct.  30,  1765  took  Land  Grant 
to  300  acres  land  in  Anson  Co.,  N.  C.  He  sold  this  land  Oct.  2,  1777,  and  he  and  his  family  moved 
to  Spartanburg  Co.,  S.  C.,  where  he  died.

5 — Wm.  Tippins,  (son,  Henry  Tippins,  Idem4-1).  Born  about  1750  In  N.  C.,  died  1837,  Anderson  Co., 
S.  C.  Married  about  1772  to  Elizabeth  Lindsay,  born  about  1756,  died  1852,  Spartanburg  Co., 
S.  C.  He  moved  from  Anson  Co.,  N.  C.  to  Spartanburg  Co.,  S.  G,  along  with  his  parents  latter  part 
of  1777.  He  purchased  his  first  farm  in  Spartanburg  Co.,  S.  C.  of  150  acres  on  Enoree  River  and 
Abners  Creek  Nov.  5,  1790.  He  continued  to  acquire  adjoining  land  and  in  1828  owned  372  acres. 
He  left  his  son  Benjamin  to  operate  this  farm  and  moved  to  Anderson  Co.,  S.  C.  and  in  182S  purchased 
from  Jas.  Perryman  540  acres  land  on  Tugaloo  River  and  Big  Beaver  Dam  Creek  in  Anderson  Co., 
S.  C.  and  lived  there  the  remainder  of  his  life.  Prior  to  his  death  he  deeded  to  each  of  his  six  children 
a  1/6  undivided  interest  to  each  child  in  the  Spartanburg  and  Anderson  Co.,  S.  C.  farm,  with  pro¬ 
vision  that  his  widow,  Elizabeth  Tippins  would  have  the  use  of  the  properties  during  her  life.  During 
the  fall  of  1847,  Elizabeth  Tippins,  his  widow,  finding  the  properties  troublesome  and  unprofitable, 
relinquished  her  life  interest,  in  said  estate.  After  that  she  made  her  home  in  Spartanburg  Co., 
S.  C.,  and  was  there  in  Nov.  1851,  but  died  early  in  1852.

6 — John  Lindsay  Tippin,  (son,  Wm.  Tippins,  Idem  5-3).  Born  7/4/1784,  Spartanburg  Co.,  S.  C.,  died 
10/31/1857,  Cherokee  Co.,  Ga.  Married  1811,  Spartanburg  Co.,  S.  C.  to  Susannah  Sheppard,  born 
11/17/1795,  died  after  1857,  Cherokee  Co.,  Ga.  He  lived  in  Spartanburg  Co.,  S.  C.  until  about  1820, 
then  moved  to  Guinnett  Co.,  Ga.  where  he  lived  until  about  1825  when  he  moved  to  Cherokee  Co., 
Ga.,  where  he  died.  He  and  his  wife  are  buried  in  New  Hope  Church  Cemetery,  located  in  S.  E. 
corner  of  Bartow  Co.,  Ga.,  near  the  Cherokee  Co.  line  and  about  4  miles  from  Acworth,  Cobb  Co., 
Ga.  He  was  a  farmer.  He  changed  his  name  from  Tippins  to  Tippin,  dropping  the  “s”  and  his 
decendents  used  the  name  Tippin.

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7 — David  Jackson  Tippin,  (son,  John  Lindsay  Tippin,  Idem  6-4).  Born  8/11/1821,  Guinnett  Co.,  Ga. 
died  7/17/1892,  Cobb  Co.,  Ga.  He  was  married  twice,  first  marriage  1844  to  Linna  Mayfield,  born 
4/22/1828,  Greenville  Co.,  S.  C.,  died  10/20/1873,  Cobb  Co.,  Ga.  Second  marriage  12/22/1873  to 
Nancy  Charity  Kitchen,  born  10/25/1847,  Bartow  Co.,  Ga.,  died  3 T0/1930,  Cobb  Co.,  Ga.  He  and 
his  first  and  second  wife  buried  at  New  Hope  Church  Cemetery,  Bartow  Co.,  Ga.  He  was  a  farmer, 
and  lived  a  short  time  in  Bartow  Co.,  Ga.,  and  remainder  of  his  life  in  Cobb  Co.,  Ga.

8 — Sanford  Lathadeus  Tippin,  (son,  David  Jackson  Tippin  and  first  wife,  Linna  Mayfield,  Idem  7—1). 
Born  9/27/1846,  Cobb  Co.,  Ga.,  Died  7/29/1932,  Henderson  Co.,  Ky.  Married  11/11/1866,  Carters- 
ville,  Ga.,  to  Harriet  Nuel  Kimsey,  Born  5/18/1848,  near  Ducktown,  Polk  Co.,  Tenn.  Died 
2/11/1920,  Henderson  Co.,  Ky.  Both  buried  at  Fernwood  Cemetery,  Henderson,  Ky. 

He  spent  his  early  youth  in  Cobb  Co.,  Ga.,  attending  such  schools  as  were  available.  When 
the  Civil  War  started  in  1861,  he  was  15  years  of  age  and  too  young  for  service.  In  1862  at  the 
age  of  16,  he  started  firing  a  locomotive  on  the  Western  &  Atlantic  Ry.,  (now  the  Nashville,  Chatta¬ 
nooga  &  St.  Louis  R.  R.),  between  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  Chattanooga,  Tenn.  He  left  the  service  of 
the  Railroad  in  1863,  and  enlisted  as  Private  in  the  Confederate  Army  at  Cartersville,  Ga.  He 
was  sent  to  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  to  the  main  Army,  and  was  in  many  of  the  major  engagements 
of  the  war.  At  the  close  of  the  war,  he  was  a  Private  in  Co.  D.,  Winn’s  Regiment  of  Ga.  Vols.,  and 
was  mustered  out  at  Kingston,  Bartow  Co.,  Ga.,  May  13,  1865.  He  was  not  injured  or  taken  prisoner 
during  the  war. 

After  the  close  of  the  war,  he  returned  to  his  home  in  Cobb  Co.,  Ga.,  and  Nov.  11,  1866,  was 
married  to  Harriet  Nuel  Kimsey  at  Cartersville,  Bartow  Co.,  Ga.  Desiring  to  make  a  change  in 
his  location,  he  and  his  wife  and  his  father-in-law,  James  Blars  Kimsey,  and  his  family,  left  Carters¬ 
ville,  Ga.  for  Henderson,  Ky.,  Jan.  16,  1867.  They  traveled  by  train  from  Cartersville,  Ga.,  to 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  via  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  and  from  Nashville,  Tenn.  by  Steamboat  down  the 
Cumberland  River  to  where  it  empties  into  the  Ohio  River,  and  up  the  Ohio  River  to  Henderson, 
Ky.  Arriving  about  Feb.  10,  1867. 

After  farming  in  Henderson  Co.,  Ky.  in  1867  and  1868,  they  moved  to  Columbus,  Texas. 
Included  in  the  party  was  Jas.  B.  Kimsey  and  family,  Sanford  L.  Tippin  and  wife  and  child,  and  Jas. 
P.  Flail  and  wife,  Sophia  (Kimsey)  Hall,  daughter  of  Jas.  B.  Kimsey,  who  had  married  in  Henderson 
Co.,  Ky.,  June  22,  1868.  The  3  families  had  a  sale  Jan.  16,  1869,  and  immediately  left  Henderson, 
Ky.,  for  Columbus,  Texas.  They  traveled  by  steamboat  from  Henderson,  Ky.  to  New  Orleans,  La., 
and  by  steamship  from  New  Orleans,  La.,  to  Galveston,  Texas,  and  by  Railroad  from  Galvestc.i, 
Texas  to  Columbus,  Texas,  via  Houston,  Texas.  Arriving  at  Columbus  about  Feb.  10,  1869. 

The  three  families  farmed  in  1869  on  the  Gay  Plantation  on  the  Colorado  River,  and  had  good 
prospects,  but  the  Colorado  River  overflowed  that  year  and  drowned  out  a  good  part  of  their  crop 


' 
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They  became  discouraged  and  the  three  families  again  sold  all  they  had  at  that  time,  and  returned 
to  Henderson  Co.,  Ky.,  via  the  same  route  that  they  used  in  going  to  Columbus,  Texas,  arriving  at 
Henderson,  Ky.,  by  steamboat  Oct.  31,  1869.  Before  leaving  Texas,  they  had  rented  a  farm  near 
Henderson,  Ky.,  and  the  3  families  lived  on  this  rented  farm  during  the  years  1870  and  1871.  On 
Jan.  1,  1872,  the  3  families  separated,  each  family  operating  a  separate  place,  and  Sanford  L. 
Tippin  rented  what  is  known  as  the  Tate  Place,  near  Plenderson,  Ky.,  and  lived  there  during  the 
years  1872,  1873  and  1874.  His  mother  having  died  in  Cobb  Co.,  Ga.,  Oct.  20,  1873.  Early  in 
1875  he  and  his  family  moved  back  to  Cobb  Co.,  Ga.,  and  he  farmed  there  during  the  year  1875. 
During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1875,  he  moved  back  to  Henderson  Co.,  Ky.,  and  bought  a  farm 
on  the  Henderson-Zion  Road,  about  5  miles  from  Henderson,  and  about  x/2  mile  from  the  Village 
of  Zion,  Henderson  Co.,  Ky.  He  lived  on  this  farm  for  several  years  and  then  sold  it  and  owned 
and  operated  other  farms  in  Henderson  Co.,  Ky.,  during  the  remainder  of  his  life. 

He  was  of  the  Baptist  Faith  and  belonged  to  the  Baptist  Church. 

He  was  married  the  second  time  Jan.  26,  1928,  to  Mrs.  Lucy  Hodge,  a  widow,  about  60  years 
of  age.  There  were  no  children  by  second  marriage.

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10—  James  Jackson  Tippin,  (son,  Sanford  Lathadeus  Tippin,  Idem  8—2),  born  1/26/1870,  Henderson 
Co.,  Ky.  Unmarried.  After  finishing  Public  School,  attended  business  college  at  Louisville,  Ky., 
in  1889.  Entered  Service  Master  Mechanic  office,  Louisville  6c  Nashville  R.  R.,  Louisville,  Ky., 
as  stenographer  and  clerk,  Jany.,  1890.  Transferred  to  Master  Mechanic  office,  L.  &  N.  R.  R., 
Evansville,  Ind.,  March,  1890,  and  continued  in  that  position  four  years.  During  Mch.,  1894, 
to  Nov.,  1899,  was  employed  in  Auditor’s  office,  Mississippi  River  &  Bonne  Terre  Ry.,  Bonne 
Terre,  Mo.;  Purchasing  Agent’s  and  Auditor’s  office,  Louisville,  Evansville  &  St.  Louis  R.  R.,  (now 
St.  Louis  division,  Southern  Ry.

From  Nov.,  1899,  to  June  30,  1902, 
Clerk  and  Accountant,  Freight  Accounting  Depart.,  Kansas  City  Southern  P-v.  Co.,  Kansas  City, 
Mo.  On  July  1st,  1902,  entered  service  of  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Company,  as  Chief 
Clerk  to  Vice  President  and  General  Manager,  Shreveport,  La.  Was  promoted  to  position  of 
Auditor,  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Co.,  Shreveport,  La.,  Dec.  1,  190-4,  and  occupied  that 
position  until  May,  1929,  when  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Company  was  consolidated  with 
the  Louisiana  &  Arkansas  Ry.  Co.,  and  from  May,  1929,  to  Sept.,  1933,  was  employed  as  General 
Accountant  in  Auditor’s  office,  Louisiana  &  Arkansas  Ry.
